* another Baſis, by actecting the Circulation of the Blood; for which this Britazn may as juſtly 
« merit thetitle of Divine, as the other Coos. "The rubbiſh that was caſt about it by Pariſanus, 
« Leiglanerusand others,to obſcure it, tended to render it more firm ; Notwithſtanding, this 
* was ſo ſmoothly removed by that Izcomparable Phyſician, Sir Geo. Ent, (the now Pre/i- 
© dent of the Colledge) 1n his Apology ; that all 7nverfrties did then adjudge thoſe void of 
© apprehenſion, that did not readily embrace that Principle, and that it was impoſſible for 
© any Man to arrive to be a Phyſician without the knowledge of it. | 

© For many Ages the World was ignorant, whence the ſuperfluous moiſture proceeded, 

t which we hourly ſpit out, until the Out-let, v7z. the Dudus Salivales, were diſcovered by 

© the learned Dr. Wharton, a Fellow of the Colledge. And though it was generally believed 

© nothing could be farther declared touching the Srradure of the Liver, yet ſo elegant a 

© Deſcription of its moſt intime parts and diſſemination of its Veſſels, Cholidochus, and a 

« yery exact purſuit of the Limphedutts was made by tie moſt Accompliſh'd Dr. Gliſſon (the 

© late Prefident) in Iis Anatomia Hepatis, that in a manner it appeared, as if nothing had + 
© been ſolidly written of it by any before him. | |

© was evidenced by the eminently learned Dr. Bates, Dr. Gliſſon, and Dr. Regemorter, Collegues,

* particularly acquainted with a Perſon equal in Literature, Experience, and Obſervation, with 
* Dr. Bates ; 1 muſt confeſs, I went ever from him more knowing than 1 was before.
